Objection Voiced 
Sen Harold Stryker of Ris­ 
ing City objected to Kla\er*s

Brooks had not vetoed a eon- 
.stitutional 
amendment 
but 
the form of the bingo bill 
passed. 
Klaver 
further 
criticized 
Brooks for not making his 
objections to the bingo bill 
known during the time that! 
it was being worked upon by 
the 
Government Committee 
and the 41 days it was on 
general file before the mea­ 
sure was passed. 
Sen. 
William 
Skarda 
of 
Omaha, co-inlroducer ol the 
bill, called Brooks’ veto “ one 
of the rottenest p o l i t i c a l 
moves I ’ve ever seen,” and 
sharply criticized the chief

Time Argued 
The argument that Brooks 
had had plenty of time to 
offer his objections to the hill 
before it.s final passage were 
echoed frequently among the 
senators proposing that his 
veto he overridden. 
,S(*n. 
Ibvain 
William« 
of 
Broken Bow. chairman of the 
Government Committee, said 
the eomimttee worked long 
and hard on 
the measure 
and had the help of the at­ 
torney general and secretary 
of state in drafting the mea­ 
sure. 
“ If the governor felt the 
way he doe.s. he should at 
lea.st ha\e (ome and talked 
to us.” Williams said. 
The Broken Bow senator 
said that in his opinion local 
enforcement 
could 
handle 
problems which might arise 
from the bingo hill, and that 
if enforcement were put on 
the state level, the local offi­ 
cers would say “ take it to the 
state.” thus leaving loopholes 
in enforcement. 
Ibiubts Voiced 
Sen. Norman Otto of Kear­ 
ney noted that he had voted 
for the bill previously but 
now had some serious doubts 
about its merit and mentioned 
specifically no limit on the 
size of the game or the prizes. 
He suggested that people 
voting for the bingo amend­ 
ment 
voted for 
“ fun-type” 
games and not the games 
which may be possible under 
LB86. 
Sen. .Joe Vo.soba of Wilber 
joined Otto .saying that he had 
voted for the bill originally 
and that is the one vote he 
has cast this .session which 
he “ regretted.”
